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COMPANY MEETING 


LONDON MIDLAND & 


The Nineteenth Annual General Meeting of the London 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company, held at Friends House, 
Euston Road, London, N.W.1, on Friday, 6th March 1942. 

Sir Thomas Royden, Bart., C.H., Chairman of the Company, 
presided. . 

The Chairman: I will now ask the Secretary to read the 
notice convening the meeting. 

The Secretary read the notice. 

The Chairman: Ladies and Gentlemen : 

I now lay on the Table the Report and Accounts for the past 
year and as they have beenin your hands for some days I presume 
you will, as usual, take them as read. 

Just a year ago the late Lord Stamp addressed us from this 
platform. Little over a month later he, together with his wife 
and eldest son, were killed instantaneously by direct hits by two 
or more high-explosive bombs during an air raid on London. 
Thus was the manner of his passing, and by his tragic and 
untimely death the country lost a highly gifted and devoted 
servant, and this railway a brilliant leader. 

Many must have wondered how he could control the great 
organisation of the L.M.S. and keep that intimate knowledge 
of its problems and its personnel which sometimes astonished 
even his colleagues, while he was doing far more than one man’s 
work in a dozen other fields. His vitality, his enthusiasm, his 
imagination and his constructive use of his leisure are only part 
of the answer. The secret of his tremendous power of achieve- 
ment was his amazing brain. He had led a crowded life, he was 
a keen observer, he read widely at immense speed, and his mind 
was always active, yet his brain seemed to register and classify 
all that he saw, read or thought, and at the appropriate moment 
years later he would bring out just the fact, the quotation or 
the idea he needed. The range and availability of his knowledge 
were unique. So, too, in dealing with the most complex problems, 
the facts were sorted into the superfluous, the relevant and the 
decisive incredibly quickly, and it was the rapidity of his analysis 
and the equally rapid expression of the result in lucid and com- 
pelling words that made possible his giant output of work. Lord 
Stamp’s brain was a marvellous machine, but its mainspring 
was his interest in all that concerned the well-being and progress 
of humanity. It was his human touch that made him such a 
vreat leader, his encouragement and support, his inspiration, his 
sympathy and his patience with human frailty and error were 
unfailing. He took everyone at his best, and they gave him of 
their best in return. 

On your behalf an expression of sympathy in the loss, not 
only of their father, but of their mother and their eldest brother, 
was sent to his surviving sons. On this our first meeting since 
his death, let us pay a tribute to his memory by standing in 
silence for a short time. 

Lord Stamp held the dual position of Chairman of the Board 
and of Chief of the Executive with the title of President. In 
filling the vacancies created by his death, it was decided to 
revert to the old-established practice of having a separate 
Chairman and President. The Board has done me the honour 
of electing me their Chairman, and Sir William Wood, the senior 
Vice-President, has been appointed President. 

Sir Alan Anderson has resigned his seat on the Board on his 
appointment as Chairman of the Railway Executive Committee 
and Controller of Railways, and Mr. Evans Bevan has been 
appointed a Director. 


Hicu Ciamms For Loss anp DAMAGE 


We are suffering in common with other transport under- 
takings from the lowering of moral values which is an unhappy 
feature of all war. Receivers and the “black markets” are 
primarily to blame for this loss of property, which throws much 
additional work on the police and traffic staff. 

Wholesale robbery and petty pilferage have increased and 
continued to increase until they have now reached appalling 
dimensions. I use the word appalling advisedly for they are 
appalling both on account of the monetary loss involved and also 
as an indication of a widespread moral disease. One of the 
saddest features is that some of our men with an untarnished 
record extending over thirty or forty years have succumbed to 
the infection and have been detected and subsequently found 
guilty of theft of goods under their charge. The large number of 
new entrants into the service provides a very difficult element 
to deal with. They have not the high traditions and in many 
cases not the same high standards as those who have joined up 
and whose places they have taken. The Trade Unions and many 
senior members of our staff are co-operating with us in our 
endeavours to fight this grave menace. 





SCOTTISH RAILWAY 


Crvit ENGINEER’S DEPARTMENT 


In the Civil Engineer’s Department work during the year has 
naturally been greatly affected by conditions arising out of the 
war. The normal peace-time maintenance and renewal pm- 
gramme has been curtailed by these and other factors, but the 
condition of the permanent way remains good. 

Enemy air raids during the winter of 1940-41 caused some 
damage but less than was anticipated, and traffic working, asa 
rule, has been restored within a short time of the damage. 

In conformity with the requirements of the Civil Defence 
Act, 1939, protection from air raids has been provided at places 
within areas specified by the Government. Existing premises, 
suitably altered, and strengthened, have been utilised where 
available, and a very large number of concrete trenches and 
surface shelters have been constructed. The policy has been 
extended recently to cover all staff stationed at points within 
specified areas. We have certain liabilities to meet for these 
matters which are not chargeable to the Government Account 
and the necessary provisions for them have been made in the 
Accounts presented to you. 

New works schemes originated by the railway company have 
naturally been below the peace-time average, and those autho- 
rised before the war which are not required for war-time purposes 
have been postponed. 

In all matters affecting the national effort, close co-operation 
is maintained with the engineering departments of other railways 
and the Government Departments concerned to ensure the pooling 
of technical and material resources. 


MECHANICAL DEPARTMENT 

The workshops have been very fully occupied on repair work 
of all sorts for the company. In addition, there has been a 
limited amount of new locomotive and wagon construction 
necessary for the increasing volume of war traffic. 

It has been possible to keep down the number of locomotives 
under and awaiting repair in the workshops to a very low level 
throughout the year, and this has been an all-important factor 
in meeting our domestic requirements for locomotives. 

To meet these requirements, it has been necessary to increase 
the number of staff employed and this has been done by up- 
grading men to higher class work and in substituting women 
for them wherever this is possible. The number of women 
employed in the shops increased fourfold during 1941, and now 
total 3,800. 

STEAMSHIPS 


A large number of our steamships has been requisitioned for 
various Government requirements. Unhappily we have suffered 
our share of vessels Jost, some of them bearing names well known 
to many of you. 

The remainder are maintaining our cross-channel services 
with little interruption, despite the extraordinary conditions 
prevailing from time to time. 


Screntiric RESEARCH] 


The Scientific Research Department, which was one of the 
more recent developments on the L.M.S., has now become an 
integral part of the organisation. When new problems and 
difficulties occur, the Officers instinctively think of the Research 
Department to see what help our scientists can give them, and 
they do not look to them in vain. The reports from the Depart- 
ment show that their research activities touch almost every 
section of the railway. 

Since the war began some of our staff have left us temporarily 
to work in various Government Departments, where their 
services have been much appreciated. As a consequence we 
have had to defer some of our longer term investigations, but 
our scientists have been fully occupied with immediate problems 
and have contributed in many ways to the efficiency and safety 
of the railway in war time. They have helped us to make the 
necessary economies in labour and materials in many directions, 
for example, by modifying our painting schedules so as to protect 
our structures and rolling stock with the minimum of effort. 
They have found substitutes for and new methods to meeé 
shortages of many materials that were normally in use. They 
have helped in the problems that have arisen in our production 
of munitions and in our fuel economy campaign. Our A.R.P. 
measures owe much of their efficiency to research, particularly 
in our lighting problems and in our defence against the possible 
use of gas. The chemists are responsible for the precautions 
that must be taken in the movement of the unaccustomed

WHOLESALE PRICES IN FEBRUARY 
BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER 


The following table shows the movement of wholesale prices in the last thirteen months in each of the eleven groups 
of commodities specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials, classified 
according to stage of manufacture, and (b) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (b) are also included 
in their appropriate commodity groups (V-XI). In cases where the Government buys a commodity at one price and resells 
it at a lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the subsidised price is the one used for the index; where different prices are 
page according to the use to which the article is put (e.g. in the case of sugar and flour) a weighted average of these 
is taken.

The rise in food prices was substantial in each week of 
February; small increases in the prices of industrial 
materials and manufactures were recorded in the second and 
third weeks. 


Food and Tobacco.—The rise of 3} per cent. shown by 
the food and tobacco groups was entirely due to the 
increase of about 45 to 50 per cent. in the price of malting 
barley, there being no other significant price change apart 
from a fall of 2} per cent. for poultry. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The largest 
group movement was a rise of about 14 per cent. for chemi- 
cals and oils, the increases for petroleum products being : 
lubricating oil (26 per cent.) as from 9 February, and fuel 
oil (17 per cent.) and motor spirit (5 per cent.) from 17 
February. The price of paint was advanced by about 33 per 
cent. at the middle of the month. Cotton cloths were 
dearer by about 1} to 2 per cent. and jute prices rose by 
4 per cent. In the miscellaneous group imported hide 
prices (Americanos) were rather lower, but there was a 
4 per cent. rise in the average price of Thames ballast.

EXPORT CONTROL OF BEER

(No. 12) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 426, price 1d.). 

Under the terms of this Order licences will be required, as 
from 15 March, to export beer of all kinds to any destination 
abroad. 


EXEMPTION FROM KEY INDUSTRY DUTY 


The Treasury have made The Safeguarding of Industries 
(Exemption) No. 1 Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 362, 
price ld.) under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, exempt- 
ing from Key Industry Duty acid quinolinic, acid succinic, and 
certain articles dutiable only by reason of containing dutiable 
articles as parts or ingredients. The Order is effective from 
11 March until 30 June 1942. 


AUSTRALIA 


FAR EASTERN CARGOES DIVERTED TO 
AUSTRALIA 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received telegraphic 
advice from the Commonwealth Department of Trade and 
Customs (Division of Import Procurement) that certain ships 
carrying cargo for Far Eastern ports (principally Singapore and 
Hong Kong) have been diverted to Australia and that the cargoes 
have been taken into protective custody by the Commonwealth 
Government with a view to their disposal to the best national 
advantage and in such manner as to ensure the best possible 
return to the consignor, consignee, bank, etc., with whom or 
which the financial interest at present lies. 





The High Commissioner’s office has been asked to obtain, in 
respect of such diverted cargoes, sufficient information to enable 
the Commonwealth authorities (1) to cost or assess the value of 
the goods for disposal purposes, (2) to determine the ownership 
of the goods. 

It would facilitate very much the work of the Commonwealth 
authorities in dealing with these diverted cargoes in the best 
interest of all parties concerned, if consignors in the United 
Kingdom of any goods for Far Eastern ports believed to have 
been diverted to Australia, also any persons, firms, banks, etc., 
claiming interest to such cargo, would notify the Official Secre- 
tary, Australia House, Strand, London, W.C.2, in writing that 
they were the consignors of, or have a financial interest in, the 
particular goods concerned, mentioning the name of the ship 
and giving a brief description of the goods. Advice as to any 
further steps to be taken will be furnished in due course by the 
Official Secretary. 


SOVIET TRADE REPRESENTATION IN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“Board of Trade Journal ” of 28 February (page 116), the 
Ambassador of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics has 
notified H.M. Government that all official communications to 
the Soviet Trade Delegation should still be addressed to 32, 
West Hill, Highgate, London, N.6.

PREVENTION OF FRAUD 
(INVESTMENTS) ACT, 1939 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made the 
Prevention of Fraud (Investments) Act Licensing (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 331, price 1d.), further 
postponing the latest date for the lodgement of applications 
for licences under the Prevention of Fraud (Investments) Act, 
1939, from 16 March 1942 until 15 September 1942. 

No applications for licences should be made until the Board of 
Trade announce that they are prepared to receive them. 

(Note.—By previous Regulations the date has been postponed 
by six monthly periods from 15 September 1939 to 16 March 
1942.) 


CONTROL OF CHINA CLAY 


The Board of Trade have made the Production and Supply of 
China Clay (Restriction) Order 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 410, 
price 1d.), which is effective from 1 April, and provides that no 
one carrying on the business of producing china clay shall 
(a) win it from any mine or quarry, or (b) supply it to any other 
person except under licence granted by the Board of Trade. 


CONTROL OF PAINT, LACQUER AND 
VARNISH 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Paint, Lacquer 
and Varnish (Nos. 1 and 2) Orders, 1941-42, Direction No. 2 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 414, price 1d.). This Direction exempts 
paints, lacquers and varnishes containing Belgian Congo copal 
from the operation of the Orders, and such paints, etc., may 
therefore be acquired and disposed of or further manufactured 
without licence. 


COTTON CONTROL 


MAXIMUM PRICES FOR COTTON WASTE 


The Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 24) Order, 1941, 
which fixed maximum prices for cotton waste, has been revoked 
and replaced by the Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 29) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 412, price 2d.). The No. 24 
Order applied to waste of the classes and descriptions specified 
in the Schedule to that Order. 

The new Order extends the application of maximum prices to 
waste of any of the classes specified in the First Schedule of the 
Order even though it be not of a specified description. Maximum 
prices for the various grades of waste of a specified class and 
description are set out in the Schedule. Sales and purchase of 
waste of a class but not of a description specified in the Schedule 
may not be made until the price has been fixed by the Minister. 
The Order also provides that the Minister may permit, in excep- 
tional cases, a higher price for special grades. No charge may be 
made for processing controlled cotton waste, other than spinning, 
bleaching and dyeing. without the previous approval of the 
Minister of Supply. 

The obligation under the No. 24 Order to send a note or 
memorandum to the buyer on the date of the contract of sale 
will no longer apply to producers of cotton waste. The Order 
does not apply to existing contracts or to sales of cotton waste 
situate outside the United Kingdom and not intended to be 
imported. 


TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF SALE 


Sales of controlled classes of waste must be made in accordance 
with the terms and conditions set out in the Second Schedule 
to the Order. One of these terms is that if, under the contract, 
delivery is to be made at a place other than the seller’s premises 
and the contract so provides, an additional charge may be 
made equal to the expenses incurred for carriage from the place 
at which the waste was situated immediately before delivery. 
It is a breach of the Order for the seller to charge and the buyer 
to pay more than the expenses properly incurred in such carriage. 

Applications for the Minister to fix a maximum price for waste 
specified as to class but not as to description, for permission to 
sell at a higher price in the case of special grades, or for approval 
of processing charges, should be made to the Cotton Control, 
Cotton Waste Section, Arkwright House, Parsonage, Man- 
chester 3.

CLOTHES RATIONING 
TRADERS’ VOUCHERS 


The method of exchanging coupons for 500-coupon Traders’ 
Clothing Vouchers at Post Offices was altered on 9 March. 
Vouchers will not be issued until the second working day after the 
envelopes certified to contain 490 clothing coupons have been 
handed in. That is, for an envelope handed in on a Monday 
no voucher will be issued till the Wednesday, and soon. Foran 
envelope handed in on a Saturday no voucher will be issued till 
the Tuesday. 

With the envelopes the trader must also hand in a statement 
in duplicate showing. his name and business address, and the 
number of envelopes he is handing in. One copy of this state- 
ment will be date-stamped by the Post Office and handed 
back to him. He must present this date-stamped copy, at the 
same Post Office, in order to claim his vouchers.

2. Items AA, BB and CC in the Notice include stockings and 
footwear of a type worn with uniform. It should also be noted 
that, with the exception of dressing gowns and slippers, articles 
in the list of clothing lettered A to Z and AA to CC must be © 
of a type worn with uniform. 

The purchase of piece-goods or knitting yarn for making up 
into articles in the approved list is not permitted. 


3. Service Chaplains may buy cassocks and clerical collars 
against service coupons or, in the case of the Navy, against 
signed bills. 

4. Special attention is drawn to the fact that the only caps for 
which coupons have to be given up are those which are special 
wearing apparel for officers of the British, Dominion and Allied 
Forces (including the Women’s Services) and of the Merchant 
Navy (British and Foreign). All other caps (e.g., coloured field 
service caps which are worn by other ranks as well as officers) 
are, therefore, unrationed. 

5. The forage cap referred to in the Ist Schedule of the 
Consumer Rationing (No. 8) Order, 1941 (see the Board of Trade 
Journal” of 17 January 1942, page 39) is no longer worn and 
there are, therefore, no caps for which one coupon should be

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TRANSPORT SUBSIDY FOR HOME-GROWN 
MINING TIMBER 


With reference to the notice on Transport Subsidy for Home- 
grown Mining Timber, United Kingdon, in the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 5 September 1940 (page 151), further notice is 
hereby given : — 

(1) Claims for transport subsidy must be made within three 
months of the payment of carriage account or six months 
of consigning. 

(2) The following information must always be given when 
special application is made, in accordance with para- 
graph 8 of the above-mentioned notice, for permission to 
consign timber to collieries outside the normal areas :— 

(a) Specification of timber to be consigned ; 

(b) The producing county ; and 

(c) The receiving county. 
Such applications should be made to the Pitwood Depart- 
ment, Timber Control, Clifton Down Hotel, Bristol 8. 

(3) Only timber for propping and shoring purposes or for pit 
sleepers underground, which is consigned or ultimately 
consigned to coal mines paying the National (Coal Mines) 
Timber Charge, is eligible for transport subsidy. 

(4) It should be specially noted that all claims must be accom- 
panied by the original railway carriage account and official 
receipt. 

(5) Particular attention is drawn to the following extract from 
paragraph 7 of the above-mentioned notice :— 

“In the interests of national economy, and in order 
to avoid unnecessary rail transport, it is essential that 
all Home-grown Mining Timber should be sent to the 
nearest market.” 

(6) Producers should consult their District Pitwood Officer for 
any advice or assistance they require concerning sales and 
transport of Home-grown Mining Timber. 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


AMENDMENT No. 1 TO B.S. 907-1940, DIAL GAUGES 
FOR LINEAR MEASUREMENTS 


A standard has recently been issued for the shape of teeth in 
gear wheels in clockwork mechanisms. In order to take 
advantage of this standard an amendment slip has been issued 
to the British Standard for dial gauges which adopts the standard 
form of gear teeth and also standardises the module for the 
gears and sizes of wheels for the mechanisms.

WAR EMERGENCY SPECIFICATION FOR 
CHEQUE SIZES 


The British Standards Institution have just issued with the 
approval of the Paper Controller, Ministry of Supply, a war 
emergency specification for cheque sizes (B.S. 1009-1942). 

Two maximum sizes have been fixed for ordinary cheques, 
one for those with a single signature and the other where two or 
more signatures have to be appended. 

Special maximum sizes have also been specified for cheques 
for use with machine accountancy and for specially printed 
cheques. 

In view of the labour problem which may arise as a result of 
any immediate change in the use of these two latter types of 
cheque, the sizes at present in use are permitted for the time 
being provided they do not exceed the specified maximum sizes, 
but in cases where new cheques are being printed or where any 
change is being made to the design or type, cheques for use with 
machine accountancy and specially printed cheques are to con- 
form to the maximum sizes of the ordinary cheques. 

Any variation of the specified maximum sizes may only be 
made with the consent of the Paper Controller.

RESTRICTION OF STEELS 


On the instructions of the Iron and Steel Control a memor- 
andum of the utmost importance to all users and producers of 
wrought and alloy steels has just been issued by the British 
Standards Institution (reference No. 970a). 

In August last year B.S. 970 was issued. It included 58 
steels, in what is called the En. series, and it was stated that it 
was considered that this range would be adequate to cover all 
the essential needs of the general engineering industry. This 
work of co-ordinating the steel production of the country has 
now been taken a stage further and has been given practical 
effect by a Direction which has been issued by the Iron and Steel 
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Control to all steel producers stating that in future all wrought 
and special alloy steels supplied shall be made to a selected list 
of 44 of the 58 steels given in B.S. 970. 

This decision, which represents a very important step in 
rationalisation in the steel] industry, has been taken in full con- 
sultation with all the Services. The memorandum now issued 
explains the Direction and sets out the steels actually available. 

Any user, producer or contractor who has not so far received 
a copy of the memorandum which is being circulated to con- 
tractors by Government Departments is advised to communicate 
with the B.S.I., from whom copies are obtainable, price 6d. net 
(9d. post free)—(British Standards Institution, 28, Victoria 
Street, London, 8.W.1). 


SUMMARY OF BRITISH AND AMERICAN SPECIFI- 
CATIONS FOR NON-FERROUS METALS 


With the increasing numbers of specifications for non-ferrous 
metals, both in the general engineering series and in the aircraft 
series, there has been an increasing demand for some form of 
publication which would give in summarised form the details 
of the various specifications. 

At the present time anyone requiring a specification for a 
particular material can only ascertain whether an existing 
specification will cover the type of material he has in mind by 
consulting a number of individual standards, and if these are 
not immediately available, as in most cases they are not, he is 
left to guess. 

The need for a summary of the various specifications has, 
therefore, been stressed frequently. This need has now been 
met by the issue by the British Standards Institution of the 
above publication which not only summarises the specifications 
in this country, but also gives details of the corresponding 
specifications in America. 

The document covers the specifications in the general engi- 
neering series, the British Standard aircraft series and the 
D.T.D. series also the specifications of the American Societies 
of Testing Materials, the Society of Automotive Engineers, the 
Federal specifications and those in the new series for aircraft 
purposes called the Aeronautical Material Specifications in 
America. 

The summary includes 35 tables for aluminium and aluminium 
alloys, copper, copper alloys, nickel and nickel copper alloys, 
lead, tin, and zinc. It covers all forms of metal, e.g., sheets, 
bars, rods, ingots, castings, wire, etc. 

The summary will be invaluable to all manufacturers and 
users of these materials.

GOLD COAST 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The “‘ Gold Coast Gazette’’ of 11 October 1941 contains a

TARIFF SURCHARGES

PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks op 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods, 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 

(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 

(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay. 

ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 

covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 


The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per f 


cent., according to the particular risk, 


The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters f 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment, f 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans f 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an} 


agreed period (normally six months). 


Other policies are available to meet special requirements of f 


exporters in particular cases.
